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Cabana Records Expunged by Directors 


HEARING AT SYRACUSE ENDS IN UNANIMOUS VOTE TO CANCEL THIRTY-THREE 








sociation, after seven solid hours of taking evidence 

and deliberation on the same, commencing Saturday 
evening, August 26, voted unanimously to expunge thirty- 
three of the thirty-four Cole-Cabana records which had 
been called into question. The thirty-fourth record, that 
of Korndyke Winona, was not cancelled because’ there 
appeared no evidence specifically involving it. The 
tabulations from the barn records taken in connection with 
Cole’s original confession appeared to the Board to be 
conclusive, and formed the basis for their action. The 
entire Board was present and voted with the exception of 
Mr. Davidson, who is in Europe, Mr. Schroeder, who was 
called to California because of illness in his family, and 
Col. French, who was able to be present only during the 
first day of the hearing, also John Bell Jr., who was present 
but not sitting on the case because of the action he is 
bringing against Cabana along this same line. 

This final chapter in the Cole episode was marked by 
desperate legal encounters and was filled with dramatic 
situations. At the very beginning of the hearing, Mr. 
Killeen, representing Cabana, exploded a bomb in the form 
of a Stay of Action granted by Justice Dudley, of Buffalo. 
Service of these papers on the directors restrained them 
from further consideration of the Cabana matter until the 
determination of the issues involved on September 11 at 
Buffalo. This Stay had been granted to E. P. George, of 
Chaffee, New York, and was along the same line, and 
covered almost exactly the same ground as the Brady 
case, which was recently determined in New York in 
favor of the association. Mr. Killeen, who represents Mr. 
George in the case, explained that the difference was that 
Mr. Brady had been estopped from raising certain issues 
because of participation in the meeting; that they wanted 
those issues determined and that through Mr. Gecrge’s 
action they would be determined. This Stay was con- 
strued as pertaining only to the consideration of the 
Cabana case and after a brief intermission, the Board 
continued in session with its regular order of business. 

Meanwhile Attorneys Babcock and Horn, representing 
the association, went immediately to Buffalo to ask Judge 
Dudley to vacate the Stay he had granted, on the ground 
that the corporation laws of the state forbid the tying up 
of a Board of Directors without notice. Mr. Killeen and 
Judge Laughlin appeared to argue on the other side, but 
on Saturday afternoon at 2:30 the court formally signed an 
order vacating the Stay and thus leaving the Board in a 
Position to go ahead with the hearing on the Cabana case. 
The association attorneys, together with Killeen and the 
Buffalo witnesses, including Cabana, Harrington and Allen, 
took the next train for Syracuse, and the hearing was 
resumed at 9 p. m. Saturday evening. : 

In the meantime, however, Killeen had secured an 


Tx Board of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian As- 





Order to Show Cause, which required the association to 
appear in Buffalo on Monday, August 28, to show cause 
why the Stay of Action should not be reinstated. This 
document was of no effect so far as the Saturday evening 
session was concerned. 

The hearing was resumed on Saturday evening in the 
ballroom of the Onondaga with President Lowden presiding 
and Directors Reynolds, Pabst, Field, Barney, Noyes, 
Moscrip, Norton, Armstrong, Schaefer, Fox, Elder and 
Mott present and sitting. Henry W. Killeen represented 
Cabana and Judge Kellogg with L. D. Babcock and C. M. 
Horn, the association. At the opening, Killeen called 
attention to the danger of litigation if the Board acted in 
the present status of the case and expressed the belief 
that it was worth while from all sides to get a determina- 
tion of the legal questions involved before taking any 
action. After serving his new Order to Show Cause, he 
asked that the meeting be adjourned until after a decision 
of these legal questions. President Lowden denied the 
request, Killeen then: challengd the right of the present 
Board to act on the ground that the Association is entitled 
only to a Board of six. He also started to challenge the 
members of the executive committee for bias, but Judge 
Kellogg pointed out that at the previous hearing, which 
was now being simply resumed, he had waived his 
challenge on these gentlemen. 

Judge Kellogg, in opening his case, first established 
through James A. Reynolds that Cole had been personally 
invited to be present at this hearing. He then attempted 
to call Cole to the stand, but he was not found among those 
present. Albert C. Stady was then called.  Stady was a 
test supervisor and conducted a retest at Pine Grove Farm 
in April 1918. His testimony was corroborative of several 
statements in Cole’s confession in regard to incidents 
arousing suspicion. He testified particularly as to Cole’s 
manner of dress and actions while milking, his position on 
the stool, and his observation of spots of milk or cream 
on Cole’s overalls.

Judge Kellogg then offered in 
evidence the records of the thirty-four cows whose per- 
formances had been challenged, with tabulations based on 
the original barn records which had previously been offered 
in evidence. These tabulations compared the performance 
of each cow in the selected period with other periods dur- 
ing the same test which had not been reported to the 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry, although a matter 
of official record in the office of the State College Super- 
visor.

final decision by the Board. Judge Kellogg closed his case 
in less than three-quarters of an hour. 

In taking up his case, Killeen first moved that the Cole 
statement be struck out on the ground that it was heresay 
testimony. He then moved to dismiss the hearing on the 
ground that there was no competent evidence before the 
Board upon which it could act, and further that on account 
of the shortness of time following the vacating of the 
Stay, they were unable to get much of their valuable 
testimony which was locked in the vault in Cabana’s 
office and no one available on Saturday afternoon who 
knew the combination. President Lowden pointed out 
that notice had been given him the preceding day that the 
case would be continued as soon as possible and that he 
could not ask the Board to wait longer. Killeen then 
offered Cole’s retraction in evidence and stated that he had 
an additional statement from Cole in Cabana’s safe, cover- 
ing the whole story of his employment at Pine Grove Farm 
and formally denying the statements in his original con- 
fession in regarding to “helping” the cows; also dealing 
with the subject of visits of Reynolds to Cole, conversa- 
tions with him, also with Col. French and J. T. Williams. 
President Lowden gave Killeen permission to state to the 
Board a summary of the contents of this statement. He 
also stated that his evidence locked in the safe included 
charts, comparing performances of Pine Grove cows with 
other high record producers, also affidavits from  super- 
visors on many of the tests and retests in question, tending 
to show facts and circumstances which would make the 
alleged frauds virtually impossible. 

After a half an hour of argument along this line, Killeen 
called M. L. Allen, superintendent at Pine Grove Farms 
since 1912. He was kept on the stand for nearly an hour, 
his testimony covering in great detail the arrangement of 
barns and other buildings at Pine Grove Farms, location 
of dwelling houses, methods of fitting and testing employed 
at the farm, his observations of Cole, etc., until both 
Judge Kellogg and President Lowden objected to the 
dragging out of the evidence and the constant repetition 
of irrelevent information. After the conclusion of this 
testimony, Judge Kellogg had Allen identify and offered in 
evidence, a picture taken in 1917 of Segis Fayne Johanna 
with Charles Cole, which picture showed clearly his 
manner of dress. 

Oliver Cabana, Jr., was then called by Killeen. His 
testimony covered his relations with Cole, the terms of 
his employment, the circumstances of their adoption of 
the bonus system, which he stated, was to meet other 
offers Cole had received, the fact that he had never 
observed anything which aroused his suspicion of fraud at 
his farm and the details of his relations with the Holstein- 
Friesian Association. Upon Killeen’s question as to 
whether he felt that there were four men on the Board 
who had pre-judged the case, he replied, “I think they 
all have.” He then elaborated his reasons for feeling that 
the Board was prejudiced. He stated that he would 
never have dreamed of starting this action if he “had not 
been convinced that they were going to crucify me.” His 
testimony also covered some of the details of the meeting 
in New York just after the Cole confession and the fact 
that he had invited Cole to come to the meeting on Friday. 
August 25, and had sent him a draft for $100 for his 
expenses. 

Upon cross examination, Cabana stated that he did not 
remember the size of the bonus paid Cole for making the 
50-lb. record of Segis Fayne Johanna or any of the other 
tests. He stated that Cole and Brooks had made seven or 
eight 40-lb. records and several world’s records and 
admitted that no 40-lb. records had been made in his herd 
since Cole and Brooks left his employment. Upon being 
asked when he had last seen Cole, he admitted that Cole 
had been in his office in Buffalo Thursday, the day pre- 
ceding the day set for the hearing at Syracuse; that Cole 
came to his office accompanied by Eugene Harrington, and 
that he had not seen Cole since and did not know his 
present whereabouts. He stated that in his presence Cole 
was not informed of the Stay granted to Edward P. George, 
and that he could only surmise as to the reason for his 
failure to attend. Cabana denied having solicited the 
George proceeding or having it done by another in his 
behalf, and while he admitted that his attorneys were 
handling the case for George, stated positively that they 
— not being paid by him. This testimony was surpris-

Killeen then requested again that the

The Board of Directors then went into executive 
session where they weighed the evidence and considered 
the various aspects of the situation for over three hours 
at last deciding unanimously that the evidence presented 
was conclusive in relation to thirty-three of the thirty-four 
tests challenged; that Cabana had been accorded every 
opportunity to present his evidence that could be reagson- 
ably demanded or expected, and final action was therefore 
taken expunging the tests of thirty-three cows as listed in 
the resolution appearing in connection with this report. 

The Board of Directors also adopted a resolution direct- 
ing the secretary to serve notice on Oliver Cabana, Jr, 
and all of the members of his organization who have been 
in any way involved in the making of these fraudulent 
tests, that charges would be preferred against them 
looking towards their expulsion from membership in the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 

This action at Syracuse concludes only the first phase 
of the question. 

There still remains in court the George proceeding in 
regard to the legality of the present Board of Directors 
and of the delegate system of government adopted which 
will be argued in Buffalo on September 11. It is expected 
that regardless of the turn of affairs in that proceeding 
Cabana will bring an action of some kind against the 
association to attempt to compel them to reinstate the 
records expunged at Syracuse. In the meantime, many 
breeders who purchased animals of Cabana at long prices 
based on the records that have now been cancelled are 
promising prompt legal action to recover. Therefore, 
although these fraudulent records have at last been 
wiped from the books of the association, it is apparent that 
we shall continue to hear about the subject for some time. 


A Brief Review of the Cabana Case 


N CONNECTION with the account of the action of the 
| Board of Directors upon the Cabana records, it is not 

out of place to review briefly the previous events and 
circumstances in this notorious affair. The plot centers 
around Charles E. Cole, who as herdsman at Cabana’s 
Pine Grove Farms, at Elma, New York, made many ex- 
traordinary production records on the cows in the herd. 
In fact, at the close of the testing year in 1919, four out 
of seven championships in the 7-day division were held 
by cows he had tested with animals in second place that 
had formerly held the record in each of the three other 
classes. The three highest record cows of all ages and 
four of the six highest all appeared in this herd. In fact, 
such a reputation had Cole made as a developer of high

She was 
bred and developed and is still owned 
by the John Erickson Farm. 
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The Cabana Case 


HE fight which the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation has been making in the Cabana 
case is of the highest importance not only 

to this association, but to every record associa- 
tion. The issue has been not so much on the 
individual records involved, because they have 
been killed long since by public opinion, but upon 
the question of the right of a record association 
to govern itself. 


This issue developed in the first trial of the 
case at Buffalo where it was held by Justice 
Sears that the Board of Directors was the proper 
tribunal to try the validity of the Cabana tests 
and that Cabana could not seek relief elsewhere 
until he had exhausted his remedy within the 
association. This point’was re-affirmed by the 
Appellate Division and again by the Court of Ap- 
peals of the state of New York. By these court 
decisions it is settled that a certificate of Ad- 
vanced Registry does not become a matter of 
settled property right but may be canceled if 
it can be shown to have been secured through 
fraud. Property rights obtained fraudulently, 
as a general thing, do not have much standing 
in court. By fighting this case through, the asso- 
ciation has safeguarded the vital principles upon 
which record associations are founded. And 
that is the crux of the whole matter. 


In the face of this result we will not count the 
cost in dollars and cents. It has been an expensive 
case to fight. The best legal talent obtainable has 
been engaged. The result, however, is worth 
many times what it has cost and what it will ever 
cost. Wot only the Holstein breeders and Hol- 
stein industry gain, the whole business of breed- 
ing live stock is immeasurably strengthened by 
this knowledge that the records of a live stock 
record association can be safeguarded by its 
governing body. 

The industry owes a debt to the Board of 
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Directors of this association. Their co i 

handling the matter has made pousibile tia 
reaching of this point. Although threatened 
with personal damage suits and subjected to in- 
sidious propaganda of the most discouraging na- 
ture they have not faltered. For three years their 
hands have been tied. But the purpose to get 
at the truth of the Cole confession and find out 
whether the records he had made at Pine Grove 
were fraudulent or not, could not be choked to 
death by litigation nor burned out by delay 
Within three months after the courts unleashed 
the hands of the Board, it has taken action. 


Cabana complains that his records were being 
tried before a prejudiced tribunal, the members 
of which, in his own words, were out to crucify 
him. The charge is ridiculous. We believe hig 
original charge was that the directors were jeal- 
ous of his success in record making, and wished 
to discredit both Pine Grove Farms and the 
short-time test. That any body of intelligent 
and responsible men would take any action wan- 
tonly to cast a cloud on the records which form 
the very foundation of the reputation and pros- 
perity of the breed is unthinkable and in fact 
has never been given serious credence. 


This is only one instance of the bad advice 
which Cabana has received. He has erred all 
the way through. He has erred in principle and 
in performance. He has not been willing to 
come clean at any point in the game. If he 
had really wanted to get at the truth of the mat- 
ter, why did he keep Cole from attending the 
hearing at Syracuse? He had been personally 
invited to attend by Chairman Reynolds, and had 
given Reynolds assurance he would do so, if he 
could possibly get away from his farm work. 
Cabana testified that he also tried to have Cole 
present and sent him a draft for $100 for ex- 
penses, yet Cabana admitted under cross-exam- 
ination that Cole had been in his office accom- 
panied by Eugene Harrington only the day pre- 
ceding the day set for the hearing, but insisted 
that he had no knowledge as to why Cole was 
not present at Syracuse. In fact, he professed 
to be surprised at Cole’s absence. It would have 
been interesting to have had Cole on the witness 
stand and to have given the directors an opportu- 
nity to listen to his examination by the attorneys 
for both sides. We believe it might have been 
enlightening as to the truth of his original con- 
fession or the later retraction but it was not nec- 
essary. The corroborative evidence offered the 
Board bore out his original confession in many 
places. There was no reason why he should 
have confessed to a so complete and well checked- 
up story simply for the purpose of misleading 
the Board. Cole told the truth the first time, and 
the charts of the records he made show that only 
too well. The check-up points all the way 
through show it only too well and the obvious 
efforts of Cabana and his lawyers to keep him 
from testifying at this hearing, in our judgment, 
do not detract from that impression. 

Further on in his cross-examination by Judge 
Kellogg, he denied positively having instigated 
the George proceeding or having it done by an- 
other in his behalf. It possibly has no bearing 
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ure of the case, but it is interesting, 
note that shortly before the George 
ted a letter was written to Secretary 

i e name of E. P. George, inquir- 
a ns on record as having voted at the 
~¥ ul special meeting and other meetings held 
=. en of New York State. That letter was not 
outs! d personally by E. P. George and it does 
not take a hand-writing expert to tell from an 
re ction of two signatures that it was signed 
aig * ol W. Harrington, Cabana’s go-between, 
wehout credit. Oliver Cabana might have had 
the respect of Holstein breeders today if he had 
ursued a course that would have helped the 
association arrive at the truth, as it has at last. 
The World pointed that out to him when his 
controversy With the association first began. The 
association itself asked for his cooperation and 
help to obtain what it has now obtained in spite 
of him. But he chose to follow a different path. 
He has forfeited respect of honest breeders 
everywhere. He has invited upon himself an 
avalanche of litigation and trouble. The asso- 
ciation proposes to expell him from membership 
together with all his crowd—Cole, Harrington, 
Niemann, and the whole crew. He has made his 
own bed. Let him lie in it. 


What Will It Cost? 


It would be useless and idle to say at this 


on this feat 
at least, to 


time, that the Cabana-Cole case has come to a_ 


close with the expunging of these records. With- 
out much question Cabana, the victims of his 
sales of cattle, and the association itself will be 
involved for years to come in litigation growing 
out of this case. Regardless, however, of the 
expense that may be involved in defending the 
position of the association, it cannot be as ex- 
pensive for the industry as would have been the 
abandonment of the case with the admission 
that our association had not the right to govern 
itself and that any man who could perpetrate a 
fraud on the association and its membership 
would be upheld in it, if he had money enough 
to make a gesture of protest through the courts. 

Cabana will undoubtedly make a desperate 
legal effort to have these records restored by 
Court order. It would mean a lot to him be- 
cause on his own statement he has sold over 
$1,175,000 worth of Holsteins and most of them 
were connected up more or less directly with the 
srecords here involved. 

Now, the reserve fund of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association stands today at something over 
$300,000. That is an immense amount of money 
and it stands as concrete evidence of the sound- 
ness of our institution. It was put aside as a 
protection for our association in time of need. 
It may be that it will not be necessary to touch 
it in defending the association against legal 
assaults and in protecting its integrity, but if 
need be, we would rather see every dollar of it 
spent for this purpose than to see our association 
forced to take back and perpetuate the stain 
which has just been wiped out. The value of our 
records depends upon public confidence. If we 
lose that, we lose everything and every breeder 
Shares in the loss. 
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Association Takes Part In Tariff Fight 


B. BARNEY, a director of the Holstein-Friesian 
W Association and former Food and Dairy Commis- 
® sioner of Iowa, reports that by the combined ac- 
Zion of dairy and agricultural interests at Washington the 
vegetable oil and tariff fight was won in the Senate last 
week by a vote of 37 to 25. The Senate eliminated from 
the permanent tariff bill the proviso which would remit to 
manufacturers or users of imported vegetable oils the im- 
posed tariff rates when such oils have been shown to be 
used in the manufacture of non-edible commodities. 
It was shown by the opponents of this proposition that’ 


such a provision would absolutely. destroy whatever benefit 
was intended to be granted to domestic producers of oils 
and fats, would also reduce and prevent revenues and in a 
large measure destroy the protection already given the 
dairy industry and dairy features of the tariff bill. Mr. 
Barney in particular pointed out to the senators and otters 
interested that such a proposition would put a premium 
upon fraud in dodging the tariff rates, for it would be very 
difficult in many cases to ascertain whether the oils sub- 
ject to tariff had been used in the manufacture of non-edible 
commodities or not. 


After passing the Senate the tariff bill as a whole went 
to the conference committee for adjustment. The new 
measure will maintain approximately the same rate of 
duty upon imported oils as was imposed by the Fordney 
Emergency Tariff Bill. 


The National Grange, The American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the National Dairy Union, the National Milk 
Producers Federation, the Dairymen’s League Cooperative 
Association and other state and farm organizations were 
represented with the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America in the hearings at Washington. Mr. Barney’s long 
experience as Food and Dairy Commissioner in Iowa and 
acquaintanceship of many of the representatives and 
senators was very helpful in securing the proper attitude on 
a tariff for imported oils that would enter into competition 
with dairy products. The association is to be congratulated 
upon being able to have Mr. Barney on the job at Washing- 
ton for this important matter.

1OWA BREEDERS PICNIC AT HARGROVE & ARNOLD 
FARM 


By FRED E. FERGUSON, Iowa State Dairy Association 


More than 150 friends of the “Black and White” dairy 
breed assembled at the Hargrove & Arnold Farm on 
August 8, from a radius of 150 miles to attend the first 
Central Iowa Holstein breeders picnic. This crowd was 
obtained despite the fact that rain had delayed threshing 
in that part of the state to such an extent that many who 
had planned to attend were unable to get away. 

Speakers of the day included Prof. H. H. Kildee, head 
of the animal husbandry department and Prof. Earl 
Weaver, recently appointed head of the dairy husbandry 
department, Iowa State College, Ames; R. G. Clark, Iowa’s 
new dairy and food commissioner; W. B. Barney, past 
dairy and food commissioner, pioneer Holstein breeder 
and oldest director of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America; B. D. Scott, former secretary of the Minnesota 
Holstein breeders and at present sales director of the 
Louden Barn Equipment Co.; Z. C. Thornburg, president 
of the Iowa Holstein Breeders Association and J. P. Eves 
of the Iowa State Dairy Association, who had charge of the 
arrangements, as acting field secretary for the Iowa Hol- 
stein breeders. 

Prof. Weaver. spoke on the need of more good purebred 
dairy sires in Iowa. He pointed out that not more than 
two per cent of the men who are milking cows in Iowa have 
purebred dairy bulls at the head of their herds. 


“T don’t like to meet a man who says, ‘Oh, I’m keeping 
eight cows,’ but the man I do like to meet is the one who 
can say, ‘My eight cows are keeping me,’” Professor 
Weaver said. “What we need is better cows and better 
dairying in Iowa rather than more cows and more dairy- 
ing,” he added. 

Professor Weaver briefly reviewed the fifteen years 
work of the Iowa Experiment Station where purebred dairy 
bulls were crossed on scrub dams and he stated that the 
purebred Holstein bulls had increased the production over 
the scrub dams, 58 per cent in the first generation and 110 
per cent in the second generation. These figures, he said, 
were for all of the get of the bulls from this ancestry, 
that no selection had been done in compiling this record. 
The scrub dams averaged 176 pounds of butterfat per year. 
The half blood, Holstein crosses from these dams, produced 
276 pounds of fat and the granddaughters, three-fourths 
blood Holstein, produced 399 pounds of fat. 


Foilowing this lecture, B. D. Scott urged that every 
breeder should have those figures just quoted by Prof. 
Weaver at the end of his tongue where he could put them 
up to the man using the grade or scrub bull. 


“I never knew a farmer who milked cows that ever 
went broke,” said Mr. Clark, dairy and food commissioner 
of Iowa, “and I have been dealing with farmers for over 
30 years. While the work in connection with the dairy 
game is regular, so also is the revenue from it equally 
regular.” 


W. B. Barney related many of his experiences in his 
long period as dairy and food commissioner where he 
had been repeatedly convinced that Holstein milk was far 
superior for growing young animals and young children 
to that of the other breeds. He also touched on other 
features of the National Association, such as the extension 
work anticipated. 


J. P. Eves urged better organization of local units in 
order to facilitate the effectiveness of the state organiza- 
tion of the breeders. Through his direction, steps have 
been taken to effect a central Iowa Holstein Breeders 
Association. 

Professor Kildee gave a dairy cow judging demonstra- 
tion to the very hearty approval of all present. 

That the Hargrove & Arnold herd is but eight years 
old and in that time had made an enviable record in the 
show ring and in production was pointed out by Mr. 
Kaldee, This farm is especially noted for fits long. 
distance producers and for the great young sire, King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe.

This amendment was passed unani- 
mously by the convention together 
with a resolution instructing the presi- 
dent to appoint a committee to con- 
sider and formulate a plan for exten- 
sion work. On the day following the 
convention President Lowden ap- 
pointed the undersigned committee. 
Our report and recommendations are 
respectfully submitted herewith. 

It seemed to this committee that 
this work was so important and so 
likely to bear very strongly upon the 
future prosperity of our association 
that it would be wise to call a pre- 
liminary meeting with representatives 
from several of the leading states and 
districts so that we might make use 
of all the best ideas available and 
also that there might be established a 
unity of thought and understanding 
along the lines of extension efforts 
and administration which may be very 
important to our success. 

With this in view, a conference was 
held on July 6th, 1922 at Cleveland, O. 
The meeting was entirely informal 
and no record of its proceedings was 
kept but this committee believes that 
great benefit resulted from it. 

There was great divergence of opin- 
ion On Many points and prolonged dis- 
cussion, which brought about an un- 
derstanding of the various phases of 
our problems and we believe will re- 
sult in closer cooperation than could 
have been secured in any other way. 

This committee recommends that an 
Extension Department of the National 
Association be created and adminis- 
tered under an Extension Committee 
to be appointed by the board. This 
Extension Department to be under 
the immediate charge of an Extension 
Director who should be the best man 
that may be available. The office of 
this Extension Director should be cen- 
trally and conveniently located and 
all the extension work of the associ- 
ation should be done from that office. 
He should have whatever office and 
Secretarial assistance may be neces- 
Sary and should also have, as soon 
48 funds are available and the-right men 





can be found, at least two first-class 
extens'on workers for use largely in 
states and districts in which assist- 
ance is needed and one additional 
man whose education and past experi- 
ence would especially fit him for work 
in connection with legislative mat- 
ters, as well as general extension 
work. His attention should be direct- 
ed at once to the following special 
legislative needs: 
lst—Securing legislation in all states 
similar to the Iowa Dairy Law which 
makes illegal the use of names of 
dairy breeds and cattle or dairy 
terms in advertising substitutes for, 
or adulterated dairy products. 
2nd—If the Voight Bill becomes a fed- 
eral law, securing a similar law in all 
states wherever possible. 
3rd—Wherever possible, securing 
amendments to existing state laws 
so that the standard for milk will 
not require more than 3% fat and 

114%% solids. 

We recommend the employment of 
the above director, two general work- 
ers and one ,special legidlative as 
soon as our financial situation will 
permit, and more general extension 
workers as fast as they may be need- 
ed and the association has the neces- 
sary available funds. 

We also recommend that the as- 
sociation made a trial of the follow- 
ing general plan of cooperation with 
state and district associations: 
ist—That a record be kept in the 

secretary’s office showing, at the 

end of each month, how many trans- 
fers of cattle have been issued dur- 
ing such month to sellers residing 
in each state. 

2nd—That funds to the extent of 50 
cents per transfer originating in 
each state be turned over monthly 
to duly organized and properly func- 
tioning state associations for ex- 
penditures along extension lines ap- 
proved by the Extension Committee 
of the board. 

3rd—That the awarding of such funds 

shall be only upon the order and di- 

rection of the Extension Committee 

of the board, and such awards may 
be withheld or discontinued at any 
time by said committee if in their 
judgment the best interests of the 
association demand such action. 
4th—That the Extension Committee 
should have in mind the following 
special points in determining 
whether or not any state association 
should receive above awards: 
1—Willingness to cooperate with 
and to adopt program of work ap- 
proved by the national association. 
2—Where paid secretaries or field 
men are employed by the state as- 
sociation such men to be available 
for a reasonable amount of work 
outside their immediate territory 
under the direction of the National 

Extension Department. 

3—Evidence of financial soundness 

or evidence that they are going 

through the necessary processes to 
insure financial soundness for the 
immediate future should be _ fur- 
nished by all state associations 


which are to receive awards. 
4—Agreement on the part of state 
associations that their books and ac- 
counts shall be open to inspection 
by the national association at any 
time, either by the auditor or other 
representative duly author.zed by 
the committee. 

5—In case any state association con- 
ducts sales, either public or private 
or cooperates with private agencies 
in conducting sales, the Extension 
Committee should be satisfied that 
such sales are so conducted as to 
be a credit to the Holstein industry 
cr all awards should be withheld. 

Special Note—Wherever it appears ad" 
vantageous and practicable, consoli- 
dation of two or more state associa- 
tions into one unit or district should 
be encouraged, and it is recommend- 
ed that we do not pay any money to 
associations where the sum, with- 
out such consolidation, is in the 
judgment of the committee, insuffi- 
cient and would not result in effi- 
cient and constructive work. 

Special Note—No state or district as- 
sociation shall receive more than 
$7,000.00 in any one year. 

Special Note—Any state association 
feeling aggrieved by the decision of 
the Extension Committee of the

GRADE COWS TO BE SHOWN AT 
NATIONAL EXPOSITION 


Evidence in the flesh that good cows 
pay will be the keynote of the National 
Dairy Exposition to be held at the 
‘Twin Cities, October 7-14. Proving the 
slogan, ““Prospersity Follows the Dairy 
ow,” a score of cow testing associa- 
tions and scores of individual farmers 
will exhibit at the exposition grade 
cows with established production rec- 
ords. 

For the first time in the history of 
the National Dairy Exposition, the 
bars have been let down and grades, 
if sired by thoroughbred animals will 
‘be admitted to the exhibit and the 


prizes offered will be similar, class by 
class, to those offered for purebreds. 
Several of the exhibits will be sold 
at auction after they are judged. 
This innovation, it is pointed out by 
Col. W. E. Skinner, secretary and gen- 
eral manager of the exposition is fun- 
damentally in accord with the high 
purpose of the Dairy Exposition 
in attempting to show that profits in- 
crease in proportion to the breeding. 
“We ,have been encouraged to do 
this by the growing demand for grade 
cattle among the farmers of the North- 
west, following the National Dairy Ex- 
position of 1921, held at St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. Anticipating an even 





livelier demand following the 1922 
shows, some provision must be made 
so that show visitors are enabled to 
see for themselves some of the re 
sults obtained from grade cows and 
thereby be able to judge what they 
are getting when they buy animals 
for their own farms.” 

Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Michi- 
gan and North Dakota already are 
represented in the exhibitors of grade 
cattle. The new classification of the 
Dairy Association provides that all 
such cows must have cow testing as- 
sociation records and must be sired 
by purebred bulls. In the first class 
will be cows having production rec 
ords of 500 pounds or more of butter 
fat a year; the second class taking 0 
cows whose records are 350 to 500 
pounds. 

The third class comprises groups 
of five cows each, the quintette com 
ing from a single testing association; 
the fourth includes groups of four

Holsteins at Central States Exposition

steins passed before Judge Fitch at 
the Central States Exposition on Au- 
gust 23d. These cattle were sent 
from the herds of Hargrove & Arnold 
Norwalk, Ia., Klussendorf Bros., Wau- 
kesha, Wis.. Fitchome Farm, Ellwood 
and Nelson, A. F. Randolph and the 
Roberts Holstein Company, all from 
the immediate neighborhood, as well 
as county herds representing Wau- 
kesha and Jefferson Counties, Wis.

The show opened with a class of 13 
aged bulls, North Star Parthenia Sir 
Beets of the Waukesha County herd 
being declared a winner after a stiff 
fight with Daisy Johanna 22d of the 
Klussendorf Bros. herd.

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NEARLY $750,000 OFFERED BOYS’ 
AND GIRLS’ CLUBS THIS YEAR 
Nearly three-quarters of a million 

dollars in prize money is being offered 
to boys and girls in club work this 
year in the United States. This is 
exclusive of the Smith-Lever funds ap- 
propriated by the Government and 
matched by the states to conduct the 
work. 

This large sum of money is provid- 
ed by fair associations, live stock and 
breed associations, manufacturers, 
bankers and banker’s associations, 
packers, chambers of commerce, farm 
bureaus, land companies, publishers, 
boards of agriculture, granges, stock- 
yard companies, county commission- 
ers, school boards, seed firms, rail- 
roads, retailers, live stock commission 
firms, live stock exchanges, directors 
of extension, individuals, and by the 
junior clubs themselves 

The diversity of the source of the 
prize offering is almost as astonishing 
as the amount which is offered. And 
yet, it is not to be wondered at since 
boys’ and girls’ club work is generally 
coming to be recognized as the move- 
ment which is doing more than any 
other one thing to further our agri- 
cultural progress. 

Among the heaviest contributors are 
the fair associations, which give, ex- 
clusive of the county fairs, some $90,- 
000.00. This of itself proves that boys’ 
ind girls’ club work is a paying thing 
and that the public at large is interest- 
ed, for these fair associations are op- 
erated on a paying basis and offer to 
the people what they want to see 
when they go to an exposition. 

The breed associations are second 
in their generosity, or more aptly, in 
their sound business sense. Three ot 
the large purebred cattle associations 
are offering $10,000 each, and the other 
associations in accordance with their 
size and ability. There is scarcely a 
live stock or breed association in the 
whole country, whether it be a county, 
state or nation-wide organization, 
which doesn’t devote a goodly portion 
of its funds to this work, because of 
what club work, in turn, will do for 
the organization. The offerings at 
the state and interstate fairs and at 
the national expositions from this 
source total $48,000. 

And so on down the gamut of con- 
tributors—the list of which is growing 
larger annually. The money offered is 
not a contribution to philanthropy nor 
for charity. It is a straight business 
proposition which is netting its partici- 
pators good returns. 

For instance, take the case of a re- 
tailer who provides for a corn club in 
his community. Immediately he is 
blessed with the good will of all the 
boys and girls and their parents. He 
naturally increases the number of his 
customers. The corn club progresses 
and when “the frost is on the pump- 
kin” a Junior corn show is held and 
the records of the boys are made pub- 
lic. It is the usual thing for the 
youngsters to produce higher yields 
than the average in a community. 
Adult farmers sharpen up their pen- 


cils and begin to figure what they 
might have done. They purchase good 
seed from the boys or the same kind 
of seed from reliable sources. They 
get in touch with their county agent 
to learn the best methods of culture 
known. The final result is that the 
entire farm community produces bet- 
ter yields, all branches of farming are 
improved, prosperity comes to the 
farmer and is passed down to the re- 
tailer and to the wholesaler, the manu- 
facturer and banker in turn. 

This accounts for the keen interest 
and the giving of prize money for 
boys’ and girls’ club work. Wonderful 
support is given to local county con- 
tests. T. A. Erickson, state club lead- 
er of Minnesota, estimates that the 
average appropriation of the 80 
county’ fairs in the Gopher State is 
$350.00, a total of $28,000.00. In New 
York State the premiums, prizes and 
incidentals provided by town and 
county fairs, banks, granges, schools 
and committees totals $14,500.00. In 
the Lone Star State the total expen- 
diture for the work this year runs over 
$20,000.00. 

P. C. Taff, assistant director of ex- 
tension in Iowa reports that $20,000.00 
is his estimate of the county prizes of- 
fered this year. The counties of Ore- 
gon put up from $250 to $1,000 each. 


Because of the ready acceptance and 
promotion of boys’ and girls’ club work 
by the country at large, the extension 
forces of the agricultural colleges are 
devoting more and more time and at- 
tention to it. Many of them are work- 
ing toward the goal of a county club 
leader in every county so that a 
larger number of farm boys and girls 
may take advantage of the opportuni- 
ties which the work offers. 

According to G. L. Noble, secretary 
of the National Committee on boys’ 
and girls’ club work, this work is of 
utmost importance because a boy or 
girl adopting modern practige has 
from 40 to 50 years to use it as against 
20 years for the average man who 
adopts a new practice. Boys and girls 
are more easily influenced to take up 
the modern methods advocated by the 
agricultural colleges than are adults. 
More boys and girls can be reached 
per agent than are adults. By reach- 
ing the boys and girls, the adults are 
influenced at the same time. A dol- 
lar expended for boys’ and girls’ work 
will produce two or three times the 
results of the same amount used in 
adult extension work. 

Boys and girls’ club work reaches 
the masses there are approximately 
600,000 in the junior clubs this year) 
and is a feeder for the agricultural 
high schools and colleges. 


In 1921 the boys and girls in the 
clubs produced over $7,000,000 worth 
of products, the actual cost of pro- 
duction plus the cost of leadership be- 
ing only °$4,500,000. From a national 
standpoint, the sound business basis 
upon which- club work is operating, 
coupled with the great good it is ac- 
complishing, portends a speedy per- 
manent growth everywhere.

The boys and girls 
of this county are the second groy 
of juniors in New Jersey to organin 
a breeders’ association in partnershj 
with the senior county organization 
On Wednesday, Aug. 9th, James L. 
Haver, county leader of the juniors 
together with 20 boys and girls and 9 
adults made a tour of the count ang 
visited the homes of 12 members, 4 
each place the purebred Holstein that 
is being raised by a boy or girl was 
inspected by the crowd. 

The tour had been planned by a com. 
mittee from the juniors and County 
Agent Haines. At 11 o’clock the farm 
of Nevius Brothers of Burnt Mills was 
visited. Mr. Nevius had a class of 
four heifers tied up for judging prac. 
tice. After a demonstration on judg- 
ing had been given, the boys and girls 
entered into a lively contest. The big 
feature of the day was the noontime 
picnic held on the Haver lawn at 
South Branch. Mr. Haver proved 
himself an able leader when he served 
the party with home made ice cream. 
The organization was formally adopted 
at this time and a nominating commit: 
tee selected the following directors 
for this year. Mary Stryker, Belle 
Mead; Richard Craig, Millstone; Rus- 
sell Terhune, Griggstown; Miller 
Thompson, South Branch; John Scho- 
field, Bound Brook; Edward Selfridge, 
Lamington; and Raymond Gunther, 
Franklin Park. 

It was a day well spent, évery junior 
saw how the other was raising his 
calf. It was very evident that when 
the exhibit is held in October the judge 
will have his hands full deciding the 
winner.

A Brief Review of the Cabana Case 


(Continued from page 16) 








asked Cole to remove his frock while milking Creampot 
Pontiac Korndyke, which he declined to do. They watched 
him closely during the milking, and when they came to 
test the milk found it was two per cent less in fat and 
considerably less in weight than the previous milking. 
Cole immediately discontinued the test and refused to 
continue with the retest. 

On July 7, 1919, the matter was reported to the Board 
of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian Association which 
was holding a meeting at Brattleboro, Vermont. The 
Vermont authorities agreed upon request by the president 
and the Board of Directors to continue their investiga- 
tions at the expense of the National Association and to 
make a complete examination and report to the associa- 
tion at the earliest possible moment. Concerning the 
progress of the case, which was rapid from that point, we 
quote from an article prepared by D. D. Aitken, who was 
president of the Holstein-Friesian Association at that 
time, which article was published in Hoard’s Dairyman in 
July 1922. 

“Before any further report was made by the agricul- 
tural college to the Board of Directors, the chairman of 
the executive committee received a letter from a Mr. 
Williams of Stirling, Ill., to the effect that he had informa- 
tion that was of the most startling character and he went 
on at great length without giving names. The president 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association and the chairman of 
the executive committee, Mr. Reynolds, concluded to have 
Mr. Williams come to Cleveland and telegraphed him 
accordingly. Mr. Williams came the next day and ad- 
vised them that, hearing the rumors of the investigation 
in Vermont and still having full faith in Mr. Cole, who 
was under contract ‘to do testing for him, he had tele- 
graphed Mr. Cole to meet him in Buffalo. They met 
there and Mr. Cole had with him his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Crawford. During the conversation, Mr. Williams stated 
Cole admitted to him that he had been making some 
large, fraudulent records, and when Williams showed his 
astonishment, Cole went at considerable length into the 
different animals that had made these records. 

“This, together with the partial investigation reported in 
Vermont, satisfied the chairman of the executive committee 
and the president of the association that it was advisable 
to call a meeting of the executive committee for the 4th 
and 5th of August in Chicago, and the chairman was to 
go with Mr. Williams and interview Mr. Cole and find 
out just what he was willing to tell and what he had to 
say in relation to the tests he had made, and any other 
information he might have that affected the records of 
the association. 

“Mr. Reynolds, with Mr. Williams, saw Mr. Cole and 
reported that he was perfectly willing to tell all he knew 
about it and just what he had done. Mr. Cole agreed to 
come to the meeting at Chicago and did come there and, 
in the presence of the entire committee and under oath 
and before a stenographer, told the story of the testing 
he had done, where he had started in the state of New 
York some years ago, went into his personal history, de- 
scribed many of the animals at the Cabana farm, ex- 
plained fully how he had ‘helped the cows,’ as he described 
it, by putting cream in the milk. He told who was familiar 
‘with what he was doing, to whom he had imparted the 
knowledge of how the high records were made, and whom 
he had helping him. He stated that Mr. Cabana had no 
knowledge of what was going on. He said he had re- 


‘ceived bonuses, running into the thousands of dollars, of 


which he received two-thirds and Mr. Nieman, in charge 
vof the Cabana farm, one-third, and in one case the bonus 
was three thousand dollars for one record, of which he 
had received twa thousand dollars and Mr. Nieman, one 
thousand. The statement, which took a large portion of 
the day, was reduced to writing, signed and sworn to, 
and the committee decided that those persons, wnose 
names had been mentioned in connection with this, and 
those who owned cows whose records Cole had been 
fraudulently making, should be notified before the board 
took any action, and they were requested to meet at Cleve- 
land. Then the committee adjourned to meet on the 6th 
of August. 
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“At the adjourned meeting in Cleve] 
came before the executive committee and tela th tre 
surprised and grieved he was that such a thing heat ho 
place and that it was without his knowledge exee ye 
the bonuses. He said that he paid these became: nis 
had offered Cole the same amount and he felt ba Ye 
large herd he was in a position to pay as much. - 

“Mr. Nieman came before the committee, de 
knowledge of the fraudulent records but did a 
had received one-third of the bonuses. 


“Mr. Brooks, who has been associated with Mr. Cole j 
the making of the records and to whom Mr, Cole claimed 
he had explained the manner in which they were mag 
and the scheme by which they helped the cows sreines 
the results, and who lived at Cole’s house, claimeg that 
the records he made were all right, that he never kney 
anything about Cole’s making fraudulent records that 
so far as he knew the records were straight. < 


“Other persons appeared before the executive commit- 
tee, who owned animals that had been tested by Cole gt 
this farm in Vermont, and explained that they haq no 
knowledge of any fraudulent means used in the testing 
of their animals and that the only thing they knew about 
it was what Cole had told them. Some of the persons 
who had been notified did not appear at the meeting in 
Cleveland, and the committee adjourned to meet again 
on the 25th in Buffalo. 


“At this meeting Mr. Cabana appeared in person and 
by counsel, as did a considerable number of other persons 
whose animals’ records would be affected by Cole’s cop. 
fession, some of them filing communications in Writing 
others being heard orally. An affidavit of Charles Cole 
was also filed to the effect that the confession he had 
made previously, regarding the testing of animals at Pine 
Grove Farms for Mr. Cabana, was false and that he had 
used no fraudulent means in making the records. Several 
other persons filed affidavits and witnesses were examined 
and the committee adjourned, agreeing that a full meeting 
of the board of directors should be held at the Congress 
Hotel in Chicago on September 22nd. 

“On September 4th, 1919, and before the meeting of 
the board of directors at Chicago, action was commenced 
by Mr. Cabana against the Holstein-Friesian Association, 
setting up various irregularities in the conduct of the 
business of the association, and the election of its direct- 
ors, and the association was enjoined and restrained from 
acting on the records of his cattle at Pine Grove Farms. 
That case was tried in the Supreme Court of the state 
of New York, which is the court of original jurisdiction. 
The decision rendered by the trial court was in favor of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association, and Mr. Cabana took 
an appeal to the Appelate Division of the Supreme Court of 
the state of New York. The Appelate Division, with few 
exceptions, sustained the decision of the trial court, and 
Mr. Cabana took an appeal to the Court of Appeals, the 
court of last resort in the state of New York, which court 
sustained the finding of the Appelate Court in favor of the 
association. Thus ended probably one of the most impor- 
tant cases that has ever been tried so far as the interests 
of purebred live stock associations are concerned.” 


Mr. Cabana, however, was not disposed to let the fight 
end there. On the same day, when tke papers were filed 
in Buffalo setting aside the injunction which restrained 
the association from acting on the Pine Grove records, 
a new action was commenced in New York City by Paul 
T. Brady, who had purchased a number of animals from 
Cabana. This proceeding, charging irregularities in the 
election of directors in respect to the number, and claim 
ing that the association had no right to hold meetings 
outside of New York State nor under the delegate sys- 
tem enjoined the officers and directors from transacting 
any business at the forthcoming annual meeting or until 
a determination of this case. The action was started 
on May 27 and appearance was set in New York on June 5 
just two days before the date set for the annual conven- 
tion in Kansas City. As the answer of the association 
set up certain points which Brady’s attorneys were not 
prepared to meet on such short notice, by mutual agree 
ment the case was put over until June 21. In his opinion 
on this case, Judge Donnelly, stating that it was evideat 
that the real purpose was to attack the very existence of 
the corporation, denied his motion and dismissed his peti 
tion. From this decision, Brady has now appealed. 

As soon as the decision in the Brady case was handed 
down, a call was issued for the Board of Directors to meet 
to consider the merits of the Cabana records and notice

As described in the account of the 
a nt developments in this case, appearing earlier in 
this issue, the association attorneys were able to get the 
Stay set aside by order of the court which granted it so 
that the Board could go on and act on the business which 
called it together. In the meantime, an Order to Show 
Cause was granted, looking to the reinstatement of the 
Stay. This is being argued in Buffalo on August 28 as 
these lines are being written. A report will appear else- 
where. This is unimportant, however, as the Board has 
done its work and adjourned and will not be affected one 
way or the other by the operation of a Stay between now 
and September 11, when the George proceeding will be 
argued. We mention these items in detail to show the de- 
termined opposition which has been put forth by the Cabana 
interests to prevent any action on the merits of the case 
or otherwise. The Board of Directors, however, stands as 
a unit in its determination to fight to the last ditch in 
preserving the integrity of the association and in main- 
taining the honesty of its records. 





DUBUQUE CO., lOWA BREEDERS’ PICNIC 


Epworth, Iowa, August 18th—Work does not seem to 
be any obstacle when it comes to getting the Holstein 
breeders of Dubuque county together, for nearly 200 of 
them, including their families, gathered here yesterday at 
the Howard Simpson farm, one and one-half miles south- 
east of Epworth for their annual picnic, and this, despite 
the fact that threshing is not over yet. 

Club work seemed to be the basis of the program. The 
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second purebred Holstein Heifer Club has been organized 
in Dubugue County and just now the members are prepar- 
ing their calves for the county fair at Dyersville and the 
Dairy Cattle Congress at Waterloo. 


H. C. Vaske and Leo. A. Meyer of Dyersville are presi- 
dent and secretary respectively of the Dubuque county Hol- 
stein Breeders’ organization and these men appear to be 
largely responsible for the success attained. 

Tuberculosis eradication was stressed in the program 
and the Holstein men indicated their intention of backing 
to the limit the new proposed Dubuque county $50,000.00 
live stock sales pavilion and general farmers utility build- 
ing. : 

Speakers at the picnic included Earl J. Cooper, national 
calf club leader of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America; H. R. Searles of the dairy production extension, 
Ames; J. P. Eves and Fred E. Ferguson of the Iowa State 
Dairy Association; N. G. Malin, Dubuque county agent; Dr. 
E. J. Kerr, federal inspector and Mr. Rider Wallis, banker 
and farmer of Dubuque. 


That a definite program of work should be laid out by 
a county breeders’ organization was stressed by Mr. 
Cooper. He said that over 70 Holstein calf club members 
had showed their calves at a county fair in one of Iowa’s 
adjoining states. 

“Any man who has ever worked with good purebreds 
can never be satisfied with grades afterward,” said H. R. 
Searles in his plea for more purebreds and more calf club 
work. 


The need of using the county breeders’ organization in 
getting more home dairy cattle patronage was pointed out 
by Mr. Eves. “Dubuque County Holstein men are certainly 
a live lot,” said Eves in commenting on the 150 mile trip 
which they made recently to a picnic at lowana Farms, 
Davenport, where they had the largest aggregation of any 
county in the state. 

Dubuque county is progressing rapidly along dairy lines. 
They recently started their second cow test association. 

Plans are being made to send a group of grade cows to 
the Dairy Cattle Congress to compete in the cow test asso- 
ciation class in addition to a calf club exhibit.

CLEVELAND “MILK FoR 
CAMPAIGN 


Over eight months ago ley 
land Milk for Health Pall heme 
as a result of which there has been an 
increase of approximately 20% in the 
consumption of milk in this city. ’ 


_The campaign was begun under the 
direction of the National Dairy Coun 
cil, the Ohio State University and the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation. The 
Cuyahoga Public Health Association, a 
local organization of Cleveland. took 
active leadership in the work. 


The National Dairy Council placed 
two of its representatives in Cleveland 
one, Mr. Newbill, who acted as General 
Manager of the campaign; another 
one, Miss Greenebaum, who had 
charge of the Milk Fairy Play work. 

The National Dairy Council has 
found in practically all of its cam. 
paigns, that the Milk Fairy Play is a 
most effective means of getting the 
story across to the children. The Milk 
Fairy Play has now been staged in 
practically every school in the city of 
Cleveland andas a result, the milk 
service has been placed in 102 city and 
suburban schoois. Dr. Peterson, head 
of the Public Health Association of 
Cleveland, states that 66 out of 99 
schools in Cleveland proper now have 
milk service which is a direct result 
of the milk for health campaign. 

Newsboys feeding demonstrations 
have been conducted where various 
teams of under-nourished boys contest- 
ed to see which team could make the 
greatest gains over a limited period 
of time. Each of the boys cut out 
smoking, also discontinued the use of 
tea and coffee and arranged to go to 
bed early and practise regular health 
habits and drink at least a quart of 
milk each day. This they did and in 
order to arouse public interest, they 
were weighed and measured each 
month at the Public Square where 
thousands of people, including the 
Mayor and numerous health officials 
witnessed the performance. 

Another of the activities of Cleve- 
land which has aroused great interest 
was the securing of support from the 
hotels and restaurants by getting them 
to attach to their menus a little slip 
gently reminding the reader to take a 
glass of milk at this meal. 

Very generous support has been 
given by the Kiwanis, Lions, Exchange 
Gyro and the Optimus Clubs. Each of 
these clubs joined in pushing the cam- 
paign. They received their first 
stimulus when they were addressed 
on “food and business efficiency.” 

Another very special activity in the 
Cleveland campaign has been the de- 
velopment of the food budget lessons 
for women. Over 1500 mothers enroll- 
ed for regular courses, covering six 
lessons on foods selection and the im- 
portance of food upon health. : 

The Parent-Teacher Associations, 
through Mrs. J. A. Smith, are 100% 
back of the work. 

Some of the schools, as a result of 
weighing and measuring the boys and 
girls found 72% of the children under 
weight. The lowest percentage. was 
25%. An average of all the schools 
tabulated, showed 34% of the boys and 
girls under weight.

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paign has consisted of the animal feed- 
ing demonstrations. These were in- 
troduced to arouse attention on the 
part of the general public to the effect 
of diet upon animal growth and de- 
velopment. Animals were placed in 
prominent windows in the down-town 
business section so the public could 
see the results of various foods. For 
example: Oleomargarine vs. butter; 
milk vs. no milk; and so on. In the 
case of oleomargarine vs. butter, some 
very striking examples were on ex- 
hibit showing that animals receiving 
butter were three times as large as 
animals receiving oleomargarine. It is 
estimated that over 100,000 people got 
the message of the importance of milk 
by seeing these animals on display. 

One hundred and sixty-three (163) 
soda fountains in the city placed post- 
ers in their windows and advertised 
“Real Milk Drinks” and proceeded to 
make these and sell them over the 
counter. The consumption of milk was 
in many cases tripled and in some 
cases quadrupled over the soda water 
stands as a result of this kind of pub- 
licity. 

Moving picture films have been used, 
also bill board posters and street car 
cards. Newspaper advertising is 
being used to some extent and con- 
siderable free newspaper publicity has 
been received. 

To date, the amount of money spent 
in Cleveland, has amounted to $28,- 
800.00. The work is still going on. 

Special activities for the summer 
months will consist of the develop- 
ment of milk booths and work in con- 
junction with recreation centers. Some 
very splendid information will be se- 
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cured from the recreation centers as 
to the value of milk for boys and girls 
in their physical development.

THE COW OF UNCERTAIN PEDI- 
GREE FALLS FROM GRACE 


That the cow of uncertain pedigree 
has fallen from grace and _ irretriev- 
ably lost her standing in the live 
stock world is proved by the phrase- 
ology used by Uncle Sam in compiling 
the census of 1920. 

In 1910 the census called for “cows 
and heifers kept for milk” and “cows 
and heifers not kept for milk.” The 
instructions to the enumerators read: 
“Report as cows kept for milk those 
whose milk is used in some form for 
human food. Cows milked for three 
months during the year should be re- 
ported ‘kept for milk’ although part 
of the year they run _ with their 
calves.” 

In 1920 distinction was made _  be- 
tween dairy cattle and beef cattle. 
Dairy cattle were defined as_ those 
“kept mainly for milk production” and 
the following instructions were given 
the enumerators: “Classify all cattle 
as beef cattle or dairy cattle accord- 
ing to the principal purpose for which 
they are kept.” 

All the facts deduced from _ the 
census will be presented in interest- 
ing form in the educational exhibit of 
the U. S. department of agriculture at 
the National Dairy Exposition to be 
held in St. Paul, Minneapolis, October 
7-14, and those seeking for facts upon 
which to base their dairy programs 
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will be amply repaid for

A dozen oranges that cost the pur- 
chaser seventy-five cents brought the 
grower twenty-three cents.

The cost of raising 
and milling the wheat that enters a 
joaf of bread is little more than thirty 
per cent of the final cost, and the 
baker’s actual expenses, outside his 
selling and distributing costs, amount 
to twelve per cent more. The raw 
material of a pair of ten dollar shoes 
costs $3.85, and the cost of manufac- 
ture is about $1.83. Cooperation is 
going to help these things a lot, but a 
reduction of the expensive service 
which the American housewife de- 
mands would aid as much more.
